CHAPTER 1021
IOWA BOUNDARY COMMISSION
H. F. 2285

AN ACT to create an Iowa boundary commission.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:

Section 1. Chapter two (2), Code 1977, is amended by
adding the following new section:

NEW SECTION. IOWA BOUNDARY COMMISSION.

1. There is established an Iowa boundary commission which
shall consist of three members of the senate appointed by
the president of the senate and three members of the house
of representatives appointed by the speaker of the house.

The commission shall select a chairperson and shall meet at
the call of the chairperson.

2. Members shall be appointed to a term of four years
commencing on July first of the year of appointment. Vacancies
shall be filled in the same manner as original appointments
and shall be for the remainder of the unexpired term of the
vacancy. The members of the commission shall be reimbursed
for actual and necessary expenses incurred in the performance
of their duties and shall receive forty dollars for each day
in which engaged in the performance of such duties. However,
such per diem compensation and expenses shall not be paid
when the general assembly is actually in session at the seat
of government. Per diem and expenses of the commission and
its members shall be paid from funds appropriated pursuant
to section two point twelve (2.12) of the Code.

3. The commission is authorized to meet with appropriate
